An Act in addition to an act entitled "An Act con-
cerning Land Grant Ifaflpoads? passed August
twenty-fifth^ eighteen Jvundred and Jifto/-eig7t&.

Sxarvxx 1. Governor to foreclose deeds of trust.
2. Governor may bid off same for Slate.
3. Act to take effect from and after passage.

Re it enacted by the legislature of the State of Minnesota:

SECTION I. Default having been made in tbe payment of
interest on the Bonds issued by the Land Grant Railroad Com-
panies to and held by the State, and the trustees under the downer to fore-
deed or deeds of trust given to secure such bonds having neg-clOM

leoted to foreclose tbe same according to the provisions* of
fluch deed or deeds of trust, it is hereby made the duty of the
Governor to foreclose the same, or to cause the same to be
foreclosed' in conformity with the provisions of such deed 01
deeds of trust, and in accordance with law, if in his opinion
the public interest requires it.

SEC. 2. Upon the sale of the property, rights and fran-
chises, covered and embraced in such deed or deeds of trust
under such foreclosure hereinbefore mentioned, tbe Governor Governor author-
is hereby authorized and empowered in his discretion to bidiiedtowaoff tw
off and purchase the same for, and in tbe name of the State,tbe stato

and to make or cause to be made to the State of Minnesota,
such suitable and proper conveyances as may be necessary*

SEC. 3. This Act shall take effect and be in force from and
after its passage.
